38g —_ ro damnifie the Common-wealth ( to highly ) 
== that their Pcrſuus and Eſtates cannot give a full ſatis- 
ſation for the great miſchief done and prattifed by them to this 
Commen-wealth, and without a ſtrit Examination , and exemplarie 
puniſhment of the offendours, or ſome of the chicf of them, theſe 
miſchiefs will never be prevented, ( and the Common-wealth be ſtill 
undermined by thoſe Moles, to the unſpeakable dammage thereof ) 
and for chat ſome, through ignorance, do not underſtand and con- 
ceave the great dammage which may come to rhe Common-wealth, 
by the ſuffering theſe aboveſaid abuſes to continue , and others more 
craftie and ſubtile , both Gold-ſmiths and Merchants, that are Tran{- 
porters of Gold and Silver, and prattizers of ſeveral high frauds and 
abuſes upon Coy? and Bullron, have the confidence ( or impudence) 
ro make arguments for defending rhe Tranſgreſſours. Now for the 
informarion of ſome in their judgements, that have defired a true ac-

count, what Laws are now in force in this Nation, for prevention of 
theſe miſchiefs; what Order and Laws in France, Holland, and Flax- 
ders , for the regulacing of their 2tints, Ment, and Bollion; what pu- 
niſkmenrs and. reſtriftion opon the offeners, | 

I hare procured the Ordinance,and Placcarcts of Frmce, Holland, 
and F/{.aers to be tranſlaced; have breviated them for your informa- 
ms and coated ſome Laws of this Nation now in force, as hereafter 

ollow. 

And if you pleaſe ro make the Law , now preſented to the Houle, 
ſtrifter than it 15 now drawn,l humbly conceave you will do theCom- 
mon-wealth the greater benefit, conſidering the preſent condition of 
the Common-wealth. 

Tranſporting of Treaſure hath been Felonie,, 4. Hemy 7. cap. 13. 
and 17. Edws'd 4. this Statnte ro endure for rwentie years. I hum- 
bly conceive the Common-wealth hath now as much reaſon to look 
7 keepthe Treaſures in the Nation as they had then , confidering all 

ings. | 

That you would be pleaſed ro give one Moyetie at the leaſt to any 
perſon or perſons that will or can diſcover the Offendours : thar ſo by 
this reward, all perions may be iavited co dilcover the Offendours all 
over the Nation, and the ſame rule followed which was in 14. ich. 2. 
cap. 12. where Commiſiions by AQ of Parliament , were granted 
throughout the Realm, to inquire of ſuch as had conveyed the Mo- 
ney of Evg/ard our of the Nation ; in doing whereof great ſums 
throughout the Nation will come to the State, and the Offendours 
will remember the Proverb, Swcet aneat muſt have ſower ſauce : when 
they ſhall be enfarced to pay back tothe State that which they have 
defrauded them of, and will prevent them and all others hereafter 
for to take the boldneſs to get themſelves fortunes by any of the a- 
foreſaid indireRt courſes, which ſo highly tend to the dammage of this 
Commom-wealth. 

By theſe deceits, Commurce is ſpoiled, Traffick decayeth , thoſe things 
that are needfull for mans preſervation grow dear, the handic-crafts- 
work ſeaceth, the work-men betake themſelves to ſome other places, and 
the Commonaltic, to ſpeak all in a word, #s brought to Povertie, ( as s 
Grawely obſerved by the Maſter Geuerall and Cauncel of the Mint in 
Flanders, 2. Ofober 1647. with their Decleration, clearly demon- 
ſtrating, That the carefull and pun&ual keeping of the t of 
the Min, is very neceſſary , and withall profitable to all perſons of 
what ſtate, qualicie, or condition ſoever; ſhewing, thar if the Placaet 
be not obſerved, but that money ſhould be paid out above the rrue 
value h theſe d#ſorders, they ſhall never be able to keep their 
Treaſure within their Countrey. ? 
And in their Declaration ſhewing, moſt judicially , rhe m_—_

chiefs that befal! a Nation by enhauncing and raifiing there Money» 
being no real cure for the Common-wealth, but utterly deſtructive 
ro all ſorts of people, even from the Prince to the poor Labourer, to 
any Free-State or Common- wealth, ro all Merchandize and Comodi- 
ties: all which confiderations,although very porenr,yer do not often- 
times come into the minds & comprehenſions,not onely of the Com- 
mon people, but alſo of thoſe ro whom the imployment of Publick 
Office , have given more judgementand credit in managing of affairs 
themfelves,& who dare to ſpread it abroad, that there is no harm nor 
evil in enhauncing the Coyr above irs true value& worth, becauſe they 
can put it away at the ſame price as they receive itz not taking notice 
by 6 ts way, that by raiſing and augmenting the price of money, does 
or muſt by conſequence, augment and encreafe the price of all mer- 
chandizes and proviſions proportionable, whereby of neceflicie muſt 
follow, that if the Moneys be augmented and heightened, rhe Land- 
lords and Creditours receive fo much lefs; the merchandize , victuals 
and all other wares grow preſently dearer;the Publick Treaſure either 
Exciſe or Cuſtoms are abated, by ſo much as you enhaunce or leſſen 
your Moneys, for it is not the Denomination of a high price of Gold 
or Silver ſets the value, bur ir muſt have weight and fineneſs propor- 
tionable to what you call ir, or elſe you go upon a wrong ground; As 
for example, in Scotland they call Thirteen pence halſpenie, 4 Mark;and 
Twentie pence, they call Twente ſhillings ; this denomination of a 
great value gives not the intrinſicate yalue.

Placcaet and Ordinance. 


Concerning the generall courſe and regulating of the Mints and AMonies, 
as alſo concerning the Exchange and Exchangers, Re fincrs,Gold-(miths, 
and others in the Unzted Provinces 1586. 


ARTIC. Xi. 


Nd as for the Gold and Silver- Monies whoſe value is valued by 

this Ordinance, Wee forbid every one to preſent pay away or 
receive the ſame at a higher rate than is here Ordered, upon the for- 
feiture of ſuch Monies or the worth of irin caſe the fa&t be not pre- 
ſently diſcovered, and beſides upon penalrie of ren golden Anpelots 
the firſt time; for the ſecond time twenty golden Angelots; and for 
rhe third four times as much) and befides Arbitrary puniſhment ac- 
cording ro the hainouſneſs of the fat : and Wee underſtand the ſame 
forfeitures and penalries to take place as well upon the Receiver as 
the Payer away, unleſs one of them preſently after the Receiving or 
Paying away do preſent himſelf to an Officer,in which caſe the deni- 


nnator either Receiver or Payer away ſhall be freed or quitred of the 
A3 aboye- 
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above-ſaid penalty and forfeiture, and beſides to enjoy the thicd part 
of the ſame forfeit and penalty. 


ARTIC. Xiv. 

So that Wee expreſly forbid and interdict every one to over-buy 
or over-ſcll, Change or Chop any Species of Monies rated by theſe 
preſents, either in taking or giving upon the ſame any profit, gain,or 
advantage after what manner ſoever, upon the ſame pain and penalty 
as above ſaid, againſt rhoſe who ſhall Receive or Pay away the ſame ar 
a higher rate than that of the Ordinance. 


ARTIC. XY. 


We forbid allo every one to Cull any Gold or Silvcr-Monies, and 
lo by this means to ſort the weighty and good ones from the lighr 
and bad ones, to Pay away the light ones and make their profit of the 
weighty upon penalty as aboveſaid.

And as for the Stuff and Materials of Gold and Silver being in 
Maſs or (weepings, Wee forbid ro buy or ſell them at a higher rate 
than according to the rule of this Ordinance, upon penalry of confil- 
cation of the aboveſaid Materials, and moreover to forfeit double the 
worth of them at the charge as well of the buyer as. of the ſeller for 
che firſt rime) for the ſecond time twice as much; and for the third 
time four times as muchz and afterwards Arbitrary puniſhment.

We expreſly forbid henceforth to Tranſport or cauſe to be Tran- 
ſported our of the aboveſaid Province towards any ſtrange Mints, 
any Gold or Sjlver-Monies, and alſo any Materials in Maſs or Monies, 
alſo any Materials in Maſs or Ingots fit to Coy: Monies of them, upon 
fofeit of confiication of the aboveſaid Monies and Materials, or the 
worth of them in caſe they were already tranſported; and beſides this 
upon penalty of one hundred Golden Angelots for every Mark of 
Gold, and rwenty Angelors for every Mark of Silver, and of more or 
leſs proportionably for the firſt time; for the ſecond time upon the 
ſame forfeit and penalty ; and moreover to undergo bodily puniſh- 
ment and if they have not wherewithall to Pay the above-ſaid for- 
feirs and amendments, they fhall be bodily puniſhed according tothe 
manner of the fad, under which penalrtie and amendments Wee un- 
derſtand are comprehended all thoſe who had afliſted, and had a 
hand in the above-ſaid tranſportation or conveying them away, al- 
though the Monies or Materials did not belong unto them.

Moreover, Wee forbid every one to File, Cut, or Waſh with ſtrong 
Water or Sement or any otherwiſe any Gold, or Silver-Monies , nor 
ro Saulder, Gild, Peece or Nail the ſame, or any way to make the 
ſame lighter or heavier,upon the forfeit of life and goods, where con- 
fiſcation raketh place. 


ARTIC. XXil. 


' Wee forbid henceforth every one to melr any God or Silver-Mo- 
nies of her Majeſties of £nelands ſtamp, valued by theſe preſents up- 
on penalty of life and goods , where confiſcation raketh place : And 
the Monies of Gold which are found to be too light by three grains,or 
otherwiſe Clipped, Waſhed, Nailed or Saudered, ſhall be brought to 
the Exchange after the old cuſtom.

ſhall be ſold, and beſides the buyer as the ſeller to forfeit three-ſcore 
Pounds of the above-ſaid good Monies for the firſt rime; and twice as 
much for the ſecond time; and for the third time four times as much;

Furthermore , We forbid and interdi& well Expreſly; thatno one 
of what qualitie, degree or condition ſoever, ſhall henceforth endea- 
vor to tranſport or carry into any ſtrange Mints, or into any other

rollerated by this our Ordinance, nor alſo any other Monies being 
Clipt or declared Bullion melted or in Maſs or otherwiſe, nor alſo any 
other ſtuff fir ro Comm Monies of them, upon forfeit of the above-faid 
Gold and Silyer,and beſides of two hundred Golden-KReals for —_

penalties, even as if they were taken in the ſame faft, well underſtanding 
that inflead of confiſcation of the Species, they ſhall be bound to pay the 


price and eftimation of the tranſported Momes; and beſides, the double 


worth of them, and beſides to be Criminally pranfhed. 

We will and Command alſo,that the/e who ſþ.ll have helped to pack, 
or ſecritly convey and tranfort the above-ſard Momes, erther m1 Maſs ov 
Species, although the above-ſaid Monies did not belong wnto them, they 
ſhall be bodily or Arbit;arily puniſhcd according to the qualitie of the faft

The Ads againſt Tranſportation, ſome extend not to Gold as

"and no part to the Informer, whereby they are nor at all madeuſe 
of, no man —_ willing to be ar charge to proſecute another, doing 

no good to himlelf. 


None of thoſe Acts do give ſufficient forfeirures to reſtrain the 
Offences as hath been manifeſted by experience. 


Laſtly, they have not given any means for diſcovery thereof,with- 
out which the Offendors will not be deterred from finding out cloſe 
and fecret wayes to adventure and practice againſt them, when op- 
percuniry of great gain and hope of concealment ſhall invite and in- 
courage them thereunto. | 


And for the A now drawn and propounded to be paſſed. 
B Efides the frame and body of it com rehending and fully exten- 


ding to all the wayes and means of the abuſes, the ſame for the 
forfeitures- Is drawn by the example and preſident of 18. Eliz. 
c. 9. againſt tranſportation of Leather, Tallow, and Raw-Hides, and 
others in the Queens time, and che late Ordinance 1647. Againſt 
tranſportarion of Wool, Fullers-Earth, exc. | 


The Clauſes touching the proceeding by Information, e#c. are 
the ſame with the like Clauſes of the ſaid Ordinance for Wool 1647. 


And the Clauſes to incourage the Inſtrument and others to diſco- 
ver the Offences, wherein themſelves are lyable to the penalties, are 
framed in Imitation and by the Preſident of the ſaid AR of 18. Eliz. 
and other Ordinances and Edits of other Kingdoms and Eſtates thar 
give like Exemprions and Incouragements, to ſuch, as though guilry 
themſelves in the ſecond degree, ſhall reveal and diſcover others 
more principall Offendors, taking likewiſe from them the confidence 
they would have,that the perſons they imployed ſhould conceal their

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Offences, whereby they will be much deterred from hazarding and 
adventuring upon the pradtice. ay 


And the Clauſe touching the Commiſſion and Examination of 
Witnefles for dilcovery, gc. And to commit them in caſc of their 
refuſall ro be Examined, is Exampled by 13. Ez. c.7. The AR 
againſt Banckrupts and diſcovery of their Eſtates; There being 
greater Reaſon and Equity for the diſcovery of fraud concerning the 
Common- wealth, than concerning any private perſon. 


In an Ordinance and Placcaet for the general Regula- 
ting of the M 1 x T, publiſhedat Bruſlel the 18 of 
March 1633, #s inſerted.

E declare, Thar althovgh any of our Subjects or others, who 

ſhall have acted any thing contrary to this Ordinance, and 
were not taken in the fa&t, yer notwithſtanding , after they ſhall be 
convinced of the ſaid tranigreffion , they ſhall be proceeded againii 
with condemnation of the ſaid penalries and amendments 3 well un- 
derſtanding, that inſtead of forfeiting the ſaid moneys and materials, 
they ſhall be condemned to pay the worth of them.

vey out of our ſaidLands,any of our Species,8& that in the preſence of 


thoſe ro whom the ſaid packets are ſent to or do belong, if ſo be they 
are 
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are reſiding in that place as alfo in the preſence of one of the Magi - 
ſtrates of the ſaid place, onely ro know the name of thoſe who cauſed 
the ſaid Gold and Silver to be tranſported, and to no other end.

Ve alſo order, that all thoſe thar ſhall 'be found ro have counter- 
feired , coyned, ſtamped , preſt, or caſt in the ſand , any moneys of 
what manner ſtuff or metall ſaever, ſhall be executed, as falfe Mo- 
niersin a kettle with boyling oyl and water, and with confiſcation of 
all their goods.

If ſo be any one be convinced, that he had pickt or choſen out, or 
cauſed to be choſen our any of the ſaid valued Species, for to keep 
the heavie ones for his profit, and to pay away the light ones to rhe 
dammage of the Commonaltie, We will that he,betides the ſaid For- 
feits and Amendments, ſhall be baniſhed onr of Our ſaid Lands , for 
the ſpace of ten years.

In caſe that any of the perticular Maſters of our M:#s, or Exchan- 
gers were convinced of the ſaid abuſe, or that they ſhould have pre- 
ſented or paid away, or cauſe to be preſented or paid away any of 
the ſaid clipt or other forbidden Species, after that they had recei- 
ved the ſame for Byllzox or not currant, then ſha!l they be baniſhed 
for ever out of Our ſaid Lands, and their goods confiſcated.

And becauſe the price of the Species is commonly regulated ac- 
coiding to the price of the Gold and Silver materials , therefore We 
have forbidden, and forbid every ene of what qualitie or condition 
ſoever, to by or ſell any Goldjor Silver materials, or Species declared 
for 2«/{/ion or not currant, at A higher-price than the Ordinance'of 
Our ſaid -24nt permirteth, upon penaltie of confiſcation of the ſaid 
Materials and the worth of them, at the charge as well of the Buyer 
as Seller for the firſt time; f&r -the ſecond time four times as much, 
beſides the confiſcation and forfeit, and of other arbitral correRion.

We order alſo, that the Brokers, who did afliſt and help to con- 
clude or treat upon ſuch parſels,either in regard of money given up- 
on exchange, upon Ute or Obligation, either in payment of the ſold 
merchandizes, or otherwiſe , ſhall be publickly whipt and baniſhed 
eur of our ſaid Lands for the ſpace of ren years.

And as we have underſtood, and are truly informed, that a grear 
part ofthe irregularitie concerning the ſaid Placcacts,is riſen and oc- 
caſioned, by reaſon that many Merchants and Factours will not buy 
the works and manufactures of the work-men and handiecrafts-men, 
unleſs they will receive the Gold and Silver at ſuch a price as they 
will give it them; or when they have almoſt bought the goods , they 
give the merchandizes back again to the ſellers, if they will be paid 
according to the price ordered in our Placeaet: Therefore We will, 
thatſuch oppreſlours of the poor Commonaltie , ſhall be rigorouſly 
proceeded againſt and puniſhed , by apprehenſion of their perſons, 
and that they, their Proces being ſummarily and crimiaally formed. 
and found guiltie of what is aboveſaid, ſhall be baniſhed for ever,and 
their goods conficated,or inſtead hereof ro be condemned in a great 
ſum of money,according to the hainouſnels of the fa&t;of which con- 
filcation and amendment , the half ſha!l be given to the Plainrif or 
diſcovercr. |

In hke manner ſhall be puniſhed choſe with, the ſame forfeirs and 
amendments, who ſhall have received, paid away, or preſented 
any chprt Moneys, or declared for 2/07, with Proteſtation or decla- 
ration, that it is for ro deliver them into our Mints, or to the Ex- 
changers, unleſs they had preſently cut them in pieces or deformed 
them, or cauſed the ſame to be done by othets.

We declare, that although ir be that any of the Tranſgreilours 
do obrain favour and patdon from Us or from Onur Councel. We do 
nor intend, nor we will not, that therefore they ſhould be quirted, 
and diſcharged from the parts of the ſaid forfeirs and amendtueiits, 
granted by Us. to the Officers , Callers in queſtion, and Plaintifs, or 
Diſcoverers reſpettively; but ſuch favour and pardon cnely to rake 
Place for as much as belongeth untoUs.

We orger well expreſly, all Our Fiſcals and Officers,to take their 
concluſions, and all our Councellors, Magiſtrates,and other Judges,ro 
give their ſentences in conformitie of this Our preſent Placaer, 
without uſing any moderation of the penalties and amendments 
therein contained, under what pretext ſoever, nor alſo any compen- 
ſation of Charges, to the prejudice of rhe Officer founded in the prin- 
cipal, upon penaltie of our indignation, and for to anſwer for it in 
their own perſons, without that they ſhall plead any ignorance,or the 
general tranſgreffton. Which excnſes, We do nor intend ſhall avail or

five ſhillings eight pence,and fix ſhillings theOunce,who have difper-

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There hath been twenty ALiUons of Moncy Coyard within this twenty 
froe years as will appear by the Mint-Boooks, an&# almoſt all of it tran- 
ſported out of the Nation, the Gold all-gone, the cxrrant ſilver culled out, 
the weightieſt melted & tranſported: & thatSuluer- Monies which remains 
# but little, azd all culled, Gold ws made as pretious in this Common- 
wealth as Diamonds. What inconvcnences will ariſe by the indiretÞ deal- 
ing of private men in this particular to the Common-wcealth, I ſhall hum- 
bly leave it to you to conſider. 

In the year 1643. It was humbly offered co this Parliament, to have 
the offendours diſcovered and to bring them to Juſtice, and this 
miſchiefſtopped ; bur by the grear Intereſt of the offendours, thar 
had then power in this Nation, the Propofition was ſlighted, and 
theſe miſchiefs ever ſince dayly praGtiſed, to the unſpeakable damage 
of this Common-wealth : for ir is far cafier tro keep the Treaſure in 
the Nation by making ſtrit Laws againſt tranfportarion, than when it 
is gon to bring it backzas roo late experience will make thisCommon- 
wealth feel:but you have the power to call theſe offendours toa ſtri& 
account, if you paſs the AR fully to inable all people ro make their 
diſcoveries, bow, dad in what mann: other Nations do puniſh theſe of- 
fendours, you have already preſented out of their Placcaets, This evil-is 
grown to ſuch a height that both our own Laws put m the ſtriffeft execu- 
tion, and tbe Cuſtoms and Laws of other Countries added to them for this 
particular, with the greateſt diligence of expert men, to make the ſearch 
far what s paſt, and to prevent theſe miſchief ſor the time to come, will 
be little enough: and to make this diſcovery u a ſervice of more 1mportance 
to the Common-wealth than at firft ſight can be apprehended. 

This is a certain rule, no'-great ation in any Cormon-wealth or 
State can be done but by Money, which all ages have held ro be the 
Sinews of War,and Garland of Peace3 and what occations we haye ro 
uſe it both for commerce and fafery,is humbly left ro you to conſiderz 
and inall well regulated States it hath ever been accounted a great 
ſervice to diſcover the offendours and abuſes pradtiſed upon the 
Treaſure of their Nation : and to prevent the growth of theſe 'miſ- 
chiefs is the work of every faithfull lover of his Countrey ; And here 
they that ſhall be again#t the diſcovery of theſe offences and offendours, 
may among ſt judicions men be juſtly ſuſpeFed to be Parties themſelves. * 

And though ſome Merchants and other Intereſted Perſons ( may 
for their own Intereſt, either for their profir ( or fear of Puniſhment 
for what they have done ) fpeak themſelves, or get others, to oppoſe 
the AR againſt tranſporting Treaſure to paſs the Houſe, or procure it 
t0 be ſo altered as it ſhall not be effetvall ro give a full cure to the 
Common-wealth, of the great inconveniences it is now under, by ſe- 
yerall abuſes praiſed under Coy and Bullion. EA
